The question of schoo! fixation ¢* C

tance in tbe Norihwest Territories. I! 
will. be rememered that as 4 resuly 
of the case submitted to the Court of 
King’s Bench of Manitoba, it was de- 
cided that C. P R. lands in the North- 
west Weré saiject cogsciiool 4 xatior 
Sines pis. degision wiisegiven eachoo! 
trustees genets'ly have Been in doub 
as to what action to (ake, not Knowing 
whether the decision of the Monitoba 
court waa finally effective. [t appears 
thatethe Cm P. R.oiniends to appeal 
from this decison to he Supreme 
Court at Ottawa and if the judgment 
of that conre i& not satisfactory to 


them to ihe Imperial Privy Council. 
The judgment of the Manitoba . cour 
does not finally decide the ques:ion, 
But it decidea it for thevtime beieg so 
that sehpol districts will now be jus- 
tified ip assessing the C. P. R. lands 
within their ‘imits.

ment is made now and final judgment 
is given against the company, it will 
be possible for the districis to cotlect 
their (axes, bur if the assessment is 
not made now, even sbouid the decis- 
ion be favorable they would pot be 
uble to collect.

The resolutions to aid the Canadian 
Northern Railway by a guarantee of 
its bonds were moved in the Bouse 
ter of railways. In his remarks the 
minister spoke of the necessity of pro- 
viding railroad-communication through 
out the Seska:chewan Valley to 
commodate the rush of seltlers 
going there ond to meke possible (heir 
prosperity through the development of 
the county. On this point he consi- 
dered there was no @fference of opin- 
ion. He then dealt at length with the 
terms of the reseluvions im regard to 
aid, and poin*ed out that they tnvolv- 
ed a wide departure from the frysiem 
hitherto pursued. Up to the jresent 
aid has been aziven railways im the 
form of a cash vonws, the interest of 
which w2s a permanent charge on the 
revenues of the country.
